,cd universally approved fruit was etrenu- 
•ujly inculcated three hundred years ago, 
me worthy recommending it among other 
easons on the ground that "un ointment 
nado with tho pulp of apples, swine's 
;roase and rose-water was .useful 
to 


jeautify tho ekin !" Tno apple in America 
ppears to have originated by chance. The 
isopus Spitzeuber—the best esteemed of 
ill OUT apples—originated at Esopus, 
originally settled by the'Dutch, on the 
Hudson River. The Rhode Island Green- 
,ng, the Baldwin, and Northern Spy and 
others of good quality had their origin in 
:he game way. Now and then new seed- 
ings appear ; one of these, the London Pip- 
pin, 
introduced by Mr. Leslie, of this city, 


is much esteemed. The pear ia no less an- 
cient fruit thun the apple, and was trans- 
planted from Greece into Italy. In por- 
tions of Europe and Western Asia it 
grows in a wild state, and is there the 
most astringent of all fruits. It is not a 
native of this continent but has been 
brought here through the agency oi tho 
Huguenots, probably, who earned with 
them in their exile seeds of the choicest 
varieties. Belgium and Holland have pro- 
duced finer varieties of this fruit than the 
rest of the world, and very aged trees the 
seeds of which were brought trom those 
countries, are to be found ut Long Island, 
in Michigan and Illinois, Pon.e pear trees 
in Kngland are known to bv, 4<> > years old, 
and one in New York, destroyed in 1867, 
was planted 200 yearn ago ty the Dutch 
Governor, on what w»- then bit farm 
cow nlar^c und nonjlous city. As aa in- 
stance oi {.icduefivcnesa it •was mentioned 
that a pear *rco in Illincin, not even a foot 
in girth, jiuldea, in 1834, no lest than 184 
biifhols of TMira, and in 1S40 almost as 
rnimy.

moat popular, known in Kngland under 
the rame of Williams' Bonchretien. But 
aa 1,000 varieties of pears have been 
plained in this country, the mere enume- 
ration oi which would be tedious. The 
method of dwarfing the pear by grafting 
it m the roots of the quince, has greatly 
stimulated pear culture: for by this plan 
mnteadof waiting from four to fifteen 
years for fruit, the cultivator usually reaps 
nouia reward the second or third season. 
Tue finer varieties of plums are of very 
recent origin, not dating in America fur- 
ther back than fifty ycais. Of these are 
the Washington, the Lombard—the most 
prolific and profitable variety grown—the 
Imperial, Jefferson, &c. All varieties oi 
th IB fruit are believed by botoniste to have 
sprang from the sloe, and the wild plum 
of thie country would, if properly experi- 
ment* d upon, be capable ot much improve- 
ment. The cultivated cherry originally 
oumo from Asia, and was brought to Italy 
by Lnculltu, in CO B. 0. Ita culture soon 
epread all over jiurope, and reached Amer- 
ica m the seme way as other fruits. 
Avenues of thin tree are to be found in 
some parts of the continent of Europe, the 
fruit of which is free to the triveler. 
There are no lees than 187 varieties 
of this fruit with us, many of which 
arc ot American origin. Professor Kirt- 
land, of Cleveland, has been very success- 
ful in raising them. Though the tender 
pejich does not premise much success in 
the northern portions of the country, it 
may be grown with sncces on the shores 
of Lake Erie, particularly from, a point 
near Fingal to Amhertitburg. Some of 
our enterprising citizens have purchased 
farms at the westerly portion, and are 
planting the peach ou an extensive scale, 
with every prospect oi success. There ie 
probably no country in the world in which 
the peach in grown in more abundance 
than in tho United States, and it would 
be impossible to nae tho fruit so raised if 
it were not for tbo extensive factories in 
which it is preserved by canning. An es- 
tablishment of this hind, employing 200 
hands, having been noticed, the lecturer 
proceeded to speak of the nectarine and 
apricot, delicious fruits, ' 


log [scarcely large enough to crowd the 
roatainto. These, when stuffed into this 
small aperture, have the soil well packed

who may have furnished them geto all the 
blame. Before planting a tree its roota 
should be examined, and if there are any 
among them injured or partly broken, 
those should be cut off back to the sound 
part, with a sharp knife. A hole should 
be dug somewhat larger than the entire 
circumference of the roots when hud out 
in a natural position. These should then 
be well epread, and fine soil worked iu 
among the smaller fibres with the hand, 
so as to prevent their being crowded to- 
gether. If proper care is taken iu this 
way, the roots will occupy, after planting, 
much the same relative position aa they 
did in the nursery rows from which the 
tree was taken. The hole should be filled 
up with nice fine surface-soil, no manure 
or rich compost being allowed to come in 
contact with the roots. If any such 
is1 used, it is beat placed on the sur- 
face after planting. It is not uncommon 
when- planting trees, or vines to look 
out the richest and strongest manures that 
can be got, and to put plenty of it in the 
holes around the roota to stimulate their 
growth. The young rootlets do not thrive 
in sneh over-feeding, but often decay, the 
plant or tree killed by kindness. From 
the commencement of tho growth of the 
tree, for all time to come, B cloee watch 
should be kept for insect enemies, foe their 
name it legion. Often whi-n a young tree 
has become nicely established and made a 
fair, growth, come wandering moth fiie* 
around it and deposits in the leaya* or 
twigs a hundred or two of eggs, which in 
a few days became greedy caterpillars de- 
vouring all before them, and if not noticed

More than 
one-half of these have come from the 
United Kingdom aud its colonies, the 
German element embracing two-thirds of 
tho remainder. The latter, with Scandin-

Union City. 


, Oar reporter visited Union City on FrJ- 
day, and learned some very important 
facts connected with that place and ita 
business interests. 


Union City, as our readers are aware, u 


the terminus of the Union & Titusville 
Railroad, and where the latter forma a 
junction with the Atlantic & Great "West- 
ern Railroad. The Philadelphia & Erie 
Railroad also runs through the city. The 
business of this place is principally of a 
manufacturing character, and it possesses 
first-class water power privileges. There 
are flour mills, saw mills, tanneries and an 
extensive barrel factory and shovel-handle 
manufactory. The city is very pleasantly 
located, is blessed with one of tho best 
hotels in Western Pennsylvania, viz: the 
Johnson Houae, kept by Mr. H. W. Mabb, 
and a first-class bank called the Casement 
Savings Bank, in honor of tho Casement 
Brothers, who built the Union & Titue- 
villo Riilroad. 


There is at present pome excitement in 


the place, caused by a difference of opinion 
as'to where the new depot of the Union & 
Titusville and Atlantic & Great Western 
Railroads ia to be located. At a public 
meeting of tbe citizens, on,Tuesday lastj 
a vote was taken to determine the wiuh of 
tho people, and it wa*. decided by a two- 
thirds vote that it was their desire the 
now 
depot 
uhould 
be 
erected 
on 


or uear tho spot whore the old one now 
stands. This seems to be the wish also of 
the stockholders of the Atlantic & Great 
Western road, but the managers of the 
Erie road and tho Union & Titnaville 
road, who have the controlling power in 
the Atlantic & Groat Western, wish to 
build tho depot at tho junction of tho 
latter road with the Union & Titusvilld, 
which is about half a mile eait of the 
present depot. The citizens of Union pre- 
sent several objections to the latter place. 
Oao objection is that tha depot now need 
is nearer the business center of the town, 
and that the lots around it were sold at a 
high figure with that understanding, and 
buildings have beea erected 
thereon. 


Another objection to the plan of'removal 
is that on one aide of tbe track at tha 
junction is located the cemetery, which 
waa laid out some years ago at a great 
expense, and therefore there will be no 
room on that side for building, and it is 
their wish that the chambers of their de- 
parted friends may remain eacrod from the 
noise and bustle which must necessarily 
surround a passenger depot. On the 
other side of tbe track there is a swamp 
which extends from tbe Atlantic & Great 
Western to the Philadelphia & Erie roads, 
and if the proposed plan is put in execu- 
tion, it will necessitate the filling in and 
grading of another road from the depot 
through the swamp to the center of the 
city, besides building another bridge

HAMILTON, April 24,1871. 


Editors MoimiBg Herald: 


We notice in yours of the 30th a 


report of the oil business at Petrolia and 
in Canada generally, and beg to correct tho 
item. The notice about the export trade 
is hardly correct. We do not think that 
Englehart & Co. export the amount there- 
in mentioned, and Parsons & Williams' 
is not right either. There ia no auch firm 
as that. The big still is owned by us, and 
we only distill our oil there and bring it 
down in tanks to this place, where 
it is treated and shipped. We ship all 
our oil in cases, and for the week just 
closed, 2'3'.l, we exported twenty-two oars, 
or 5,000 cases (2-5). The export business 
is very {cor at present, at least the prices 
aro low, as we are dependant on New York 
for figures. We hope oil matters will 
brigh'en up soon. We do not wish to dis- 
parage our neighbors in London or any- 
where else, but if you are going to have an 
oil report, you may as well have it as 
nearly oorrect as possible. 


We should ba glad to ahow you round 


our works if at any time any of your staff 
are hereabouts, nncl think that we can 
show as complete an establishment as there 
is either in your country or any where else. 
We have a tin shop and make all our own 
can». We would not want a puff from 
you or any one el=o, but don't liko being 
placed second to any one.

"It ia characteristic of the surt—poets to 


be quifatiats. Their maxim ia : Art for its 
own sake; and as Art is tho reflection of 
Nature, they consider that it is the busi- 
ness oi the poet to bo as tranquil and plu- 
cid aa possible, in ordor that his mind may 
be tho more perfect mirror. He must not, 
therefore, allow tbe tumult of affairs tu 
break in upon his tranquihty. He muoi 
stand aloot from whatever is excitinu und 
disturbing.^Goetheunderstood everything 
in the world except politica, and fouud 
everything to be interesting except the 
fttct that Napoleon was trampling upon 
Germany, »nd what thi/y have profesatd to 
do for the sake of Art, they have ut least, 
lain under strong temptation to do, for this 
sake of mere enjoyment. Ho who refuses 
to embark in auy cause, and places him- 
aelf towards human life, in the attitude of 
a more spectator, may perhaps improve 
himself as an artist, but he certainly aaves 
himself a world oi trouble. 
Ho ruua a 


risk of being made effeminate bj his neu-_ 
trality, and whether he ie or not, he in- 
curs the suspicion of being so. The maxim, 
'Art for ita own Hake,' which properly 
understood, is true, runs ius«na\bly into 
the maxim, 'Art for my own sake.'" 


Yea, and the class who are indifferent to 


all attiirs, not strictly personal, or bearing 
on selfish interests, the quietists in society 
are not all poets, nor have they the excuse 
of poets for neglecting their social ami 
political duties.
